To the Senate of the United States: 


On January 17, 1949, I transmitted to the Senate a convention 
(No. 63) concerning the statistics of wages and hours of work in the 
principal mining and manufacturing industries, including buildi 
and construction, and in agriculture, adopted by the Taiternetaiit 
Labor Conference at its twenty-fourth session, Geneva, June 2-22, 
1938. In my message transmitting the convention I requested that 
the Senate give its advice and consent to ratification thereof, subject 
to an understanding that the convention shall apply only to the con- 
tinental United States. 
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As a result of a reappraisal of the situation in regard to the territorial 
application of the convention, I now request that the Senate give its 
advice and consent to ratification subject only to the understanding 
that the convention shall not apply to the Canal Zone until such 
time as extended thereto by proclamation of the President of the 
United States of America. 

For the information of the Senate I transmit herewith the report of 
the Secretary of State with respect to this matter, together with a 
copy of a letter from the Secretary of Labor to the Secretary of State.

The White House: 


I have the honor to refer to the convention (No. 63) concerning 
statistics of wages and hours of work in the principal mining and 
manufacturing industries, including building and construction, and 
in agriculture, adopted by the International Labor Conference at its 
twenty-fourth session, Geneva, June 2—22, 1938, which was trans- 
mitted by you to the Senate on January 17, 1949 (S. Ex. G, 81st 
Cong., Ist sess.). 

It will be recalled that in your message of transmittal you requested 
that the Senate give its advice and consent to ratification of the 
convention subject to an understanding that the convention shall 
apply only to the continental United States. 

In the meantime, however, the Departments of Labor, Agriculture, 
Interior, and the Army have given further consideration to the 
feasibility of applying the convention to other areas under the author- 
ity of the United States. I am now in receipt of a letter from the 
Secretary of Labor stating that in the opinion of those Departments 
the convention should be ratified without territorial restriction so 
that it may be applied not only to the continental United States 
but to all territories for whose international relations the United 
States is responsible, although at the present time certain administra- 
tive problems may delay the application of the convention to the 
Canal Zone. That letter, a copy of which is enclosed herewith, also 
indicates that the Department of Labor and the Department of 
Agriculture will require additional funds for implementation of the 
convention. 

In view of the reappraisal by the interested departments with re- 
spect to territorial application of the convention, I recommend. that 
the Senate be requested to give its advice and consent to ratification 
of the convention subject only to the understanding that the conven- 
tion shall not apply to the Canal Zone until such time as extended 


thereto by proclamation of the President of the United States of 
America.

My Dear Mr. Secretary: With further reference to the conven- 
tion (No. 63) concerning statistics of wages and hours of work in the 
principal mining and manufacturing industries, including building 
and construction, and in agriculture, the scope of application of 
which the interested departments have considered further, it is the 
recommendation of these interested departments that convention No. 
_ 63 be ratified without territorial restrictions, so that it may be applied 
not only to the continental United States but to all territories for 
whose international relations the United States is responsible, al- 
though at the present time certain administrative problems may delay 
the application of the convention to the Canal Zone. 

The Department of Agriculture has revised its estimate of addi- 
tional funds which would be required for the collection, for Alaska, 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands, of the minimum agri- 
cultural wage statistics prescribed by the convention. It is now 
estimated that the appropriation of $25,000 would be required therefor 
for each 2-year period. 

The Department of Labor likewise has continued to give careful 
consideration to the question of what additional funds would be 
required to collect the prescribed nonagricultural wage statistics. 
The Department now finds, in that regard, that the appropriation of 
additional funds of approximately $105,000 would be required: 
$80,000 for application of the convention to the continental United 
States, $25,000 for application to the areas outside thereof. 

As you know, the transfer of the responsibilities of the Department 
of the Navy to the Department of the Interior with respect to Guam, 
American Samoa, and the Trust Territory of the Pacific Islands, 
will have been completed by July 1, 1951. In view of these transfers 
of responsibility, administrative arrangements with respect to the 
collection of the statistical information for these areas have not been 
completed. The Departments of the Interior, Agriculture, the Army, 
and Labor are agreed, however, that in view of present facilities and 
the small size of the operation in these areas, and the Canal Zone, 
additional funds beyond those enumerated in this letter in all prob- 
ability would not be required.
